This morning John 
Brady, messenger of the Southern Express 
Co,, who delivers fall valuable packages, en- 
tered Parker's office to deliver a package said 
to contain $10 addressed W. R. Parker & Co., 
and expressed from Collinsville, Tenn, Brady 
asked to see the member of the firm and made 
known his business. There wero two whitemon 
and thre enegrocs standing behind the counter. 
Brady presented his receipt book and at the 
same time threw the pouch containing 
alarge number of money packagow on the 
counter; at this momeat a rope was thrown 
around his neck and abag drawn over his 
head and he was beaten to a state of almost 
insensibility. His cries had attrac:ed atten- 
tion, and as the street was fullof people, a 
crowd soon gathered ; but the robbers had 
secured his pouch and escaped by the rear 
of the passage.

SERIOUS ILLNESS OF NEW JERSEY'S SRNIOR

Edward John Horan, D, D., the late Bish- 
op of Kingston, This melancholy event 
has been foreshadowed for many months, 
owing to the declining health of His Lord- 
ship, and the mourning which is so universal 
is the culmination of a long sorrow over the 
broken health and hopeless state of a be 
loved bishop.

The late Bishop will bear in thy memory 
of all his parishioners far and near the most 
endearing placo, He was no close, grasping 
man of the world,—tho administrator and 
not the Disciple,—expending the people's 
coutributions in the ornamentation of his 
cathedral and putting the revenues into 
wood and stone,—but the free banded, 
charitable, warm:hearted man, to whom an 
appeal for charity was never made in vain, 
though too often asked in undeserving con- 
fidence ; a spiritual advisor, from whom a 
kindly word and friendly advico was ever 
expected and never refused ; a liberal mind- 
ed, educated gentleman, whose charactor 
commanded respect from all classes aud whose 
examplo was a brilliant one. It is no wons 
dor that such a Bishop should bo beloved, 
and that each heart should now feel a pers 
sonal grief mingled with its sorrow for tho 
Church at its deprivation.
